There’s been another shooting in 
Dartmouth, the latest occurring 
Thursday night as shots were fired 
at a home with a family inside. 

Halifax Regional Police say they 
responded to bullets being fired in 
the 700 block of Waverley Road just 
before 6:45 p.m. 

Staff Sgt. Barb Saunders said the 
family was inside the home, but 
none of the four people were hurt. 

At least two shots were fired, 
police say. 

“It’s disturbing, that’s for sure,” 
Saunders said of the shooting. 

Police say a vehicle was seen flee¬ 
ing the scene and was discovered a 
short distance away in the parking 
lot of a business complex on Waver¬ 
ley Road. 

A man inside was then taken into 
custody, with police alleging a 
firearm was located in the vehicle.

Saunders said Thursday night 
no charges had been laid against 
the man, whom investigators were 
hoping to interview. 

“I certainly can’t comment on 
that. It’s really in the early stages,” 
Saunders said about a possible 
motive. 

Saunders said police believe 
there was only one person in the 
vehicle that fled the scene of the 
shooting.

As the place with the most 
Titanic graves in the 
world, Halifax needs to de¬ 
velop its “Titanic her¬ 
itage,” according to Ken 
Pinto, an organizer of Ti¬ 
tanic 100. 

On Thursday Pinto re¬ 
leased details and 
launched the website for 
the Halifax tribute to the 
100th anniversary of the 
sinking of the Titanic next 
year. 

“When you come to Hal¬ 
ifax, there’s nothing to see 
of the Titanic except the 


wonderful exhibit (at the 
Maritime Museum) and 
the graveyards,” he said. 

Titanic 100 will feature 
a three-day conference for 
historians and scientists, 
as well as wakes, concerts 
and a film festival. 

Pinto said the three 
cemeteries in HRM that 
are home to about 150 Ti¬ 
tanic graves will be refur¬ 
bished in preparation for 
the crowds next year. 

There will also be a pub¬ 
lic monument placed 
somewhere on the Halifax 
waterfront. He said the 
committee wants to create 
a Titanic Trail linking the 
21 historical sites in HRM 


Titanic cruise 


Next year, a cruise ship 
will retrace the Titanic's 
tragic path and complete 
its journey. 

► The Balmoral will sail with 
1,309 paying passengers — 
the same as on the Titanic. 

► It will arrive in Halifax on 
April 16 before sailing on 
to New York, the Titanic's 
intended destination.

“We’re hoping to have 
James Cameron (at the 


conference in 2012), but 
he’s the most famous per¬ 
son in the world now, al¬ 
though he is Canadian and 
loves Halifax,” Pinto said. 

There will be two free 
concerts at the Grand Pa¬ 
rade — one involving Irish 
performers and the other 
featuring a Celtic-gospel 
theme. 

There are similar events 
planned in Ireland, the UK 
and in the U.S. 

“This milestone will be 
a great opportunity to 
bring (Halifax and Belfast) 
closer together,” said Brian 
Doherty, a Titanic 100 or¬ 
ganizer who hails from 
Northern Ireland. 


Wonld-be 
MPs trade 
boasts 
at Halifax 
debate 


A crowd of more than 200 
packed into a Saint Mary’s 
auditorium last night to 
meet four candidates vying 
to represent the riding of 
Halifax in Ottawa. 

Perhaps surprisingly, 
few items that normally 
dominate the conversation 
about Halifax’s relationship 
with the federal 
government were 
mentioned directly. No ref¬ 
erence or question about 
stadiums, and the proposed 
convention centre was 
brought up exactly once — 
and even then only in pass¬ 
ing. 

But each candidate 
revealed their approaches 
to the campaign. 

The incumbent, Megan 
Leslie of the NDP, leaned 
heavily on her accomplish¬ 
ments and experience in 
Ottawa. Leslie said she was 
excited for the campaign, 
the first she’ll fight on her 
track record, having been 
first elected in 2008. 

What many believe is 
her closest rival, Liberal 
Stan Kutcher, spoke at 
length about his 
experience in the medical 
community. 

Conservative George 
Nilcolaou made repeated 
references to the fact he’s 
only been in politics for a 
month. 

The Green’s Michael De- 
war was a surprise crowd 
favourite, beginning most 
answers with self-deprecat¬ 
ing wit before giving a 
proper response.

Mayor to 
march in 
protest on 
province 

Mayors, councillors 
and wardens of the 
province’s municipali¬ 
ties are set to “converge” 
on Province House Friday 
morning. 

The municipal repre¬ 
sentatives are gathering 
to protest the NDP 
government’s decision to 
back out of their memo¬ 
randum of 

understanding with the 
munici- palities, a move 
that HRM Mayor Peter 
Kelly says will cost the 
municipality $46 million 
over the next four years. 

The memorandum of 
understanding (MOU) 
committed the province 
to tie increases in the 
municipal cost of educa¬ 
tion to the Consumer 
Price Index. In addition, 
it mandated the province 
to not increase the 
municipal contributions 
to corrections and public 
housing over the seven- 
year life of the 
agreement.

A small but loud group 
picketed outside the Metro¬ 
politan Regional Housing 
Authority headquarters on 
Gottingen Street Thursday. 

The 33 workers collect 
rent, process applications 
for affordable housing and 
manage the 5,000 afford¬ 
able housing units in HRM 
and Hants County. 

They want wage parity 
with their colleagues in the 
rest of the province, said 
Joan Jessome, president of 
the Nova Scotia Govern¬ 
ment and General Employ¬ 
ees Union .(NSGEU). 

“It’s a difference of about 
$1,000 a year (per employ¬ 
ee) and it affects 13 of the

33 workers,” she said. 

“It’s such a principal is¬ 
sue that if we don’t fight for 
it now we’ll never get it.” 

These employees joined 
the union in 2009 and have 
yet to sign a contract. A 14- 
day countdown to a strike 
started April 1 when the 
conciliator filed a report. 

“Strikes cost both sides 
and we’re looking at a cost 


of government on this 
strike, to this group of 
workers, approximately 
$14,000 to end the strike,” 
Jessome said. 

Patricia Lawrence, direc¬ 
tor of Metro Housing, said 
there are contingency plans 
in place to ensure the needs 
of residents and those look¬ 
ing to access public housing 
are met during the strike. 

Denise Peterson-Rafuse, 
minister of community 
services, said she’s leaving 
the negotiations up to the 
collective bargaining 
process because she trusts 
it to work. 

“I understand the em¬ 
ployer did make another of¬ 
fer, and unfortunately it 
was not accepted,” she said.

Liberals propose tax 
break for musicians 


The opposition Liberals in¬ 
troduced a bill Thursday 
that would give a tax break 
to recording studios in the 
province. 

The legislation, based on 
the government’s popular 
film tax credit, would cre¬ 
ate a 20 per cent tax credit 
for expenditures on record¬ 
ing for emerging artists. 
The idea was first floated 
by Music Nova Scotia in 
2002. 

Liberal Culture Critic 
Junior Theriault said the 
move would help support 
and build the industry 
with minimal impact on 
the government’s bottom 
line. 

“The proposal is a reduc¬ 
tion in tax on profit,” said 
Waye Mason, who teaches 
music business at NSCC. 
“So our feeling is that be¬ 
tween the increase in pay¬ 
roll and HST tax being paid 
by the economic activity

to use less energy is cost. As 
prices go up for everything 
from furnace oil to gasoline 
to electricity, 87 per cent of 
us say we take steps to re¬ 
duce consumption. 

Interestingly, only 38 per 
cent of us feel we have the 
main responsibility for con¬ 
serving energy. We expect 
that various levels of gov¬ 
ernment and energy com¬ 
panies will take most of the 
responsibility and action. 

But we are not all sitting 
around in our woolies hop¬ 
ing others will act. Twenty- 


nine per cent of us have 
purchased more energy-ef¬ 
ficient appliances in recent 
times, 79 per cent are set¬ 
ting the thermostats lower 
and 70 per cent are using 
energy-saving fluorescent 
light bulbs. 

But the question re¬ 
mains as to what is motivat¬ 
ing changes in our energy 
usage. 

Ninety-two per cent of 
Haligonians express high 
levels of concern about the 
state of our environment, 
but only six per cent would 
be veiy willing to pay more 
for energy from renewable 
sources, and more than 30 
per cent would be unwill¬ 
ing. 

The rest of us are some¬ 
what ambivalent, saying it 


would depend how much 
more. The research sug¬ 
gests if the increase were 10 
per cent or higher, the 
group willing to pay would 
not go up by much. 

So this is the problem. 
We are concerned about the 
state of our environment — 
75 per cent rate it at eight or 
higher on a scale of one to 
10, where 10 places it as a 
high societal priority. But it 
seems it’s the green in our 
pocket and not a green 
planet that influences our 
energy consumption.

Photo sparks 
sheltie rescue 

O In a heart-warming tsunami aftermath, dogs stranded in Japan’s 
radiation zone are given new life O Volunteers launch a risky roundup 


The news photo on the 
right saved a pack of shel¬ 
tie s in a risky radiation 
zone. 

When Etsumi Ogino 
saw its portrayal of dogs 
wandering through an 
abandoned town near 
Japan’s tsunami-damaged 
nuclear plant, she 
thought of her own 13- 
year-old canine Kein and 
jumped into action. 

“My heart trembled,” 
said Ogino, a 56-year-old 
volunteer at an animal 
shelter in Chiba 
prefecture. 

“They looked just like 


my dog. I started search¬ 
ing for them right away.” 

An Associated Press 
photographer had 
snapped that photo and 
others of the dogs on an 
empty street in Minami 
Soma city, an area evacu¬ 
ated because of radiation 
fears. 

The AP gave her details 
of where the dogs were 
spotted — and a rescue 
operation began.

Tokyo and drove over bro¬ 
ken roads and past 
demolished houses to 
meet three other

The report could 
not be confirmed immedi¬ 
ately.

Yemen’s military split 
on March 17, when Presi¬ 
dent Ali Abdullah Saleh’s 
chief competitor for pow¬ 
er, al-Ahmar, abruptly de¬ 
clared his solidarity with 
the protesters who have 
been demonstrating for 
weeks calling for the pres¬ 
ident’s ouster.

Pro-Gbagbo soldiers held 
out for days at the luxuri¬ 
ous Presidential Palace in 
the centre of the city. 

All around Abidjan 
Thursday, teams of Red 
Cross workers shovelled 
charred corpses into bags 
while UN peacekeepers 
gathered more weapons, 
throwing them into dump 


trucks for disposal. 

“We need to secure the 
country, notably Abidjan,” 
Ouattara said at his first 
press conference Wednes¬ 
day. “There are still arms 
caches, but we will get rid 
of them with our allied 
forces ... These weapons 
will be gathered and 
burned.”

Shares of Zipcar Inc. soared after the company's 
initial public offering Thursday performed better 
than predicted. Zipcar went for $18 US a share, well 
above the $14 to $16 projection. At $18 a share, 
Zipcar’s IPO is worth nearly $175 million US, about 
40 per cent more than original predictions. 


RIM's PlayBook not quite

The advance reviews of Re¬ 
search In Motion’s Play- 
Book are in, and they’re 
generally not good. 

The New York Times’ 
prominent tech writer 
David Pogue calls the tablet 
“half-baked” and says “it 
seems almost silly to tiy to 
assess it, let alone buy it.”

A handful of critical 
apps, including those for 
email and BlaclcBeriy Mes¬ 
senger, appear on the Play- 
Book only when a wireless 
link is established with a 
BlackBeriy. When the link 
is broken, those apps disap¬ 
pear off the tablet. 

“RIM has just shipped a 
BlaclcBeriy product that 
cannot do email. It must be

Pogue wrote.

MOSCOW. Russia has 
banned the hunting of 
polar bears this year, 
thanks to a group with 
close ties to Prime Minis¬ 
ter Vladimir Putin, a 
longtime defender of 
large endangered 
animals. 

A Russian-U.S. 
commission last year 
agreed to restrict polar 
bear hunting to 29 ani¬ 
mals per year for each 
country. But The Polar 
Bear program, 
established under 
Putin’s patronage, said 
this week that Russia 
had waived its quota for 
bear hunting. 

The Polar Bear 
program, which said 
U.S. officials had long 
been reluctant to intro¬ 
duce the cap on 
hunting, said 
approximately 100 polar 
bears a year have been 
killed in Alaska in 
recent years. 

“Measures taken by 
Russia will ensure that 
the United States will be 
killing at least 70 polar 
bears fewer than before, 
which, according to 
Russian specialists, will 
help to sustain and 
boost the population of 
this beautiful Arctic ani¬ 
mal,” the group said in a 
statement posted on 
Putin’s official website.

As long as

It’s a whale of a tune — literally. Male 
humpback whales off the coast of 
eastern Australia develop a catchy 
tune each year that they sing to 
impress lady humpbacks, AFP News 
reports. 

Researchers say the tune spreads 
to other male whales across the 
South Pacific Ocean and different 
groups of whales then sing it 
throughout the mating season, 


according to a study released Thurs¬ 
day by the University of Queensland. 

All the catchy whale songs over 
the past decade originated off the 
eastern coast of Australia and spread 
as far as the French Polynesia. 

Scientists are puzzled as to why 
the whales all sing the same song, 
since it appears they do it to attract a 
mate. And they’re not all that 
original. While the occasional new 
song has surfaced, the whales usually 
seem to mix tunes from previous sea¬ 
sons to create a new sound. 

The 11-year project is described as 
the first documented study of 
“repeated, dynamic cultural change 
occurring across multiple 
populations at such a large geograph¬

Colourful, musical Rio 


O Richard Crouse and Mark Breslin debate the merits of Rio O Musical 
numbers, strong supporting cast lift a weak story not quite to Pixar levels 


bronze. Or as Stephen Stills 
once sang, “If you can’t be 
with the one you love, love 
the one you’re with.” I 
found there were a lot of 
things to enjoy about the 
movie, even if it wasn’t 
Pixar perfect. Let’s start 
with the look and setting: 
ravishing colour palette 
and exotic location: Rio. 

RC: Don’t get me wrong, 
Rio is perfectly serviceable. 
It’s colourful and filled 
with nice little touches like 
a little bird who warms 
himself against a traffic 
light, flitting baclc-and- 
forth between the red and 
green lights, in snowy Min¬ 
nesota. But even with all 
the good stuff it isn’t partic¬ 
ularly memorable. It’ll 


keep the little ones occu¬

Let’s be honest, when 
Reese Witherspoon sits 
down to discuss her new 
film, Water for Elephants 
— an adaptation of the 
best-selling book about a 
young veterinary student 
(Twilight star Robert Pat- 
tinson) who joins a travel¬ 
ing circus and finds 
himself in a love triangle 
with the star performer 
(Witherspoon) and sadistic 
ringmaster (Christoph 
Waltz) — what inquiring 
minds really want to know 
is what it’s like to kiss R. 
Patz? 

“Rob possibly had the 
most hideous, horrible 


cold of any co-star I’ve ever 
had to do a love scene with 
ever in my entire (life),” 
Witherspoon admits with 
faux repulsion. “I’m talk¬ 
ing green, infectious, dis¬ 
gusting! He was literally 
snorting and snotting 
through every second of it 
and it was not appealing. I 
was just trying not to get 
sick the whole time,” she 
laughs. 

While her rendezvous 
with Pattinson was less 
than ideal, Witherspoon 
forged another veiy deep 
connection on set with Tai, 
the film’s titular pachy¬ 
derm. Growing up in Ten¬ 
nessee, the 35-year-old 
Oscar-winner was used to 
riding horses but admits 
nothing prepared her to

back, in a leotard, holding 
on with one hand.” 

“I worked with Tai close¬ 
ly and intensely for a 
while, developing the rou¬ 
tine and practicing,” she 
explains.

One of my favourite 
stories, which speaks to 
the intelligence of (Tai) ... 
was when we were shoot¬ 
ing a night shoot really 
late one night. The next 
day she was so tired and I 
asked the trainers, ‘Why is 
she so tired?’ And they 
said, ‘Well, she stayed up 
all night telling all the oth¬ 
er elephants what she had 
been up to.’ She lives with 
six other elephants, who 
talk to each other by roar¬ 
ing. ... The trainers said 
the elephants roared for 


nearly an hour before they 
went to bed.” 

Perhaps one of the 
things Tai was trumpeting 
about was how glorious 
Witherspoon looks in the 
film, channeling Jean Har¬ 
low in tight platinum curls 
and luxurious satin dress¬ 
es, that slither over her 
body. Witherspoon says 
she watched hours of old 
films to research her role, 
changing the way she 
walked, spoke and stood. 

“I had this whole dream 
of doing an incredible ’30s 
accent,” the actress giggles, 
“and then after the first 
day (director Francis 
Lawrence) said, ‘I don’t 
think you should do that 
anymore. It’s really hard to 
understand what you’re 
saying.’”

Scream was a necessary 
adrenaline shot in the 
heart for the horror genre, 
revitalizing the slasher 
movie by poking fun at its 
predictable conventions 
and cliches. The sequels of¬ 
fered diminishing returns 
with a third entry so terri¬ 
ble that it killed off the se¬ 
ries. Now a decade later 
along comes Scream 4, re¬ 
uniting the surviving cast 
members of the first series 
for a collection of new 
killings in the town of 
Woodsboro. A fantastic 
opening sequence sets the 
tone, but things fall apart 
from there. 


The goal of this movie 
was to comment on the re¬ 
cent slew of horror 
franchise reboots and 
remakes that soiled screens 
over the past few years. Un¬ 
fortunately, those movies 
have no conventions or 
cliches to pick apart, so 
aside from noting that “re¬ 
makes suck,” the filmmak¬ 
ers don’t have much to do. 
Ironically the movie ends 
up being dragged down by 


the conventions of its own 
franchise and what was 
once thrillingly original 
now feels repetitively dull. 
Director Wes Craven is still 
a master genre craftsman, 
so there are memorable 
scares and some clever 
commentaiy on contempo¬ 
rary celebrity culture, but 
overall, Scream 4 is just an¬ 
other needless entry in a 
franchise long past its

Thomas McCarthy follows 
up The Station Agent and 
The Visitor with another 
low-key character piece 
about displaced outsiders 
forming makeshift 
families. This time his fo¬ 
cus is on Paul Giamatti’s 
struggling small town 
lawyer and wrestling 
coach who manipulates a 
judge to make extra cash 
off of an elderly client and 


then finds himself caring 
for the man’s troubled and 
talented wrester grandson. 
As usual, what sounds like 
a sentimental soapy set up 
feels painfully real and hi¬ 
larious in McCarthy’s 
hands. While the film 
might not be quite as 
awards-baiting his 
previous work, this is easi¬ 


ly McCarthy’s funniest out¬ 
ing and further establishes 
him as one of the finest 
humanist filmmakers 
working today. You might 
not think a high school 
wrestling movie is for you, 
but that’s only because 
you haven’t seen Win 
Win.

But even 
the most robust among 
us can collide head-on 
into our own mortality. 

“I didn’t even speak to 
my closest friends at 
that time because sto¬ 
ries like this are so awful 
that you just don’t want 
to tell anybody,” he told 
me. “It’s like saying ‘This 
tasted like s**t. Here, 
taste it.’” 

“I had surgery on my 
leg.” Josh points to a spot 
on his upper left thigh. 
He continues quietly, 
still shaken. “During the 
surgery, they were un¬ 
able to get the oxygen 
tube down my throat to 
resuscitate me. So my 
blood began to de-oxy¬ 
genate. So I guess I was 
choking to death.” 

Josh goes very quiet. 
“And they lost me.” 

And when he says 


“lost,” he means “full car¬ 
diac arrest.” Flat-lined. 
Technically dead. 

“They had to defibril- 
late me, which added a lot 
of recovery time because, 
essentially, you’re being 
electrocuted.” Josh was in 
bed for three months. 

The next day, he shuf¬ 
fled through the hallways 


of the hospital with an IV 
pole. When QotSA gui¬ 
tarist Troy Van Leeuwen 
showed up with a giant 
bunch of balloons, “it was 
the most amazing thing I 
ever saw,” he says. 

So what about those 
mythical near-death expe¬ 
riences? Nothing — at 
least in Josh’s experience. 


“I was out. I didn’t see any 
tunnel or anything be¬ 
cause I was under. But it 
kind of turned me around 
for a little bit because I’d 
never really been hurt like 
that. It makes a lot of stuff 
seem really trivial.” 

Initially, he didn’t want 
to play music. “You start 
asking yourself why do all 


the people I don’t know 
get all my love and atten¬ 
tion and the people I really 
love... I’m gone so much. 
It took me a second to get 
back to where I am now, 
embracing music again.” 

Josh and his wife are ex¬ 
pecting a second child in 
August. That’s all that mat¬ 
ters now.

For British actor Kit Har¬ 
rington, being called a bas¬ 
tard was something he had 
to quickly become accus¬ 
tomed to. Harrington por¬ 
trays Jon Snow, the 
illegitimate son of Ned 
Stark (Sean Bean) in the 
epic new HBO Canada se¬ 
ries Game of Thrones.

R. R. Martin. Think Lord of 
the Rings with less magic 
and ores and add in a big 
helping of political ma¬ 
noeuvring akin to The Tu¬ 
dors.

They had plenty to start 
with when they began 
recording for the album 
that would become Paper 
Airplane. Over time, 
though, they became dis¬ 
enchanted. Many of the 
songs just didn’t feel right 
for the bluegrass super¬ 
group known for the spe¬ 
cial quality of its material. 

“It’s quite possible that 
we canned three albums 
worth of material,” singer 
and guitarist Dan Tymins- 
lci said. The band soon de¬ 
cided that its long-delayed 
and much-anticipated fol¬ 
low-up to 2004’s Lonely 
Runs Both Ways would be 
delayed once again. 


Most of the songs the 
band had already recorded 
didn’t have that immedi¬ 
ate feel they were looking 
for. They culled six from 
those first sessions, but 
that didn’t make a com¬ 
plete album. So they start¬ 
ed a search for more. 

Krauss decided to lean 


on an old friend Robert Lee 
Castleman, who had come 
through for her many times 
in the past on Grammy- 
winning songs like The 
Lucky One and Restless. She 
got some bad news, though. 
Turned out Castleman was 
a veiy happy man. 

“And he says, ‘I’m dry. I 


don’t have anything. I’m 
not inspired,”’ Krauss said. 
“He’s always written about 
love and it not working 
out and he’s now married 
with a beautiful daughter 
and a beautiful son.” 

Nevertheless he invited 
Krauss over and she sat 
with him for a while, catch¬ 
ing him up on her life. “So 
then about seven hours lat¬ 
er he called me with a ti¬ 
tle,” Krauss said. “He said 
it’s called Paper Airplane.” 

It is an unusual song in 
that it’s completely per¬ 
sonal for Krauss, yet she 
didn’t write a single word. 
It proved to be Krauss’ 
favourite and became the 
title track, leading off the

Chris Bosh stammered 
slightly when trying to ex¬ 
plain how NBA playoff 
games are rougher and 
tougher than ones in the 
regular season.

say Bosh has been waiting 
somewhat impatiently for 
the playoff challenge to ar¬ 
rive, well, that also would 
be quite an understate¬ 
ment. 

“The past week felt like a 
month,” Bosh said as the 
regular season wound 
down. “It’s gone by veiy 
slow.” 

From the first day Bosh 
joined LeBron James and 
Dwyane Wade in Miami, 


the Heat have been vilified. 

Bosh took that harder 
than most at times. 

Then, just before the all- 
star break, he said he felt 
“unappreciated” by some 
around the league. 

“But my teammates here 
appreciate me,” Bosh said. 

That was proven over 
the season’s final month 
when the Heat started giv¬ 
ing Bosh the ball more. His 
field-goal percentage rose 
six per cent over the sea¬ 
son’s final five weeks. 

The Heat were the only 
team in the league with 
three players ranked 
among the NBA’s Top-25 
scorers this season, with 
James second (26.7) and 
Wade fourth (25.5).

18.7 ranked 24th. 

The last time Bosh won a 
championship was high 
school. With the Raptors, 
he never really got to know 
what leading a series felt 
like. 

That often makes him 
Miami’s forgotten man. 

He’s waited a long time 
to change his playoff for¬ 
tunes. 

“We know the challenge 
in front of us,” Bosh said. 
“We have the type of team 
that does whatever it takes 
to win. If we need to be 
more physical, we’re going 
to do that. If we need to re¬ 
bound more, we’re going to 
do that. More paint points, 
we’re going to do that.”
